Accessible design solutions 
will be honored 


The Massachusetts Architectural Access Board 
(MAAB) and the BSA this year are collaborating for 
the first time on a design awards program structured 
to recognize excellence in the design of buildings and 
facilities that are accessible by all individuals of all 
abilities. 


The Accessible Design Awards program seeks to 
identify award-recipients in three categories — 
“public architecture” (including all buildings and 
facilities to which MAAB regulations apply), “private 
residential” (private, single-family homes in which an 
individual’s access needs have been addressed), and 
the “William D. Smith Memorial Award” (focusing 
on all buildings in which the design integrates 
accessibility with historic preservation). 


Any designer, building official, citizen, community 
group, building owner, public agency and anyone 
else anywhere in the world may submit a project that 
has been built in Massachusetts and which complies 
with all MAAB regulations. 


The submission deadline is April 11; for complete

Architects, contractors and 
DEP publish recycling guide 


“Recycling Construction and Demolition Wastes/A 
Guide for Architects and Contractors” is the title of a 
new guide to recycling construction and demolition 
debris, one of the most important aspects of the 
sustainability movement in the building industry. 


The document has been produced primarily for 
architects, engineers, specification writers and 
contractors who have an interest in and understand 
the goals of jobsite recycling but may not be 
familiar with practical approaches to this process. 
The guide also addresses the concerns of those 

who are apprehensive about jobsite recycling 
because of presumed cost, complexity, unreliability 
or other factors. 


Specifically, the guide provides an introduction to 
the nuts and bolts of construction and demolition 
recycling, answers the common questions and 
concerns raised in objection to jobsite recycling, 
describes what goes into a successful waste- 
management plan, includes case studies of successful 
jobsite recycling, documents examples of ‘closed- 
loop recycling’ in which construction materials are 
recycled directly into new products that return to the 
construction site, and through a series of appendices 
provides detailed information on recyclable 
materials, links to information on recycling haulers 
and markets, sample RFP/specification language 
applicable to construction and demolition recycling, 
and a template for a waste-management plan. 


The guide resulted from a collaboration of 

the BSA, Associated General Contractors of 
Massachusetts, and the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection. The principal author 
of the guide is Mark Lennon of the Institution 
Recycling Network (IRN), a cooperative recycling 
organization that currently works with approximately 
125 healthcare, educational and other institutions 
throughout New England — including large 
organizations such as Harvard and Northeastern 
and smaller institutions such Wheaton College and 
Deerfield Academy — to improve the performance 
and economics of their recycling programs. The 
IRN manages the recycling of over 75 different 
materials — everything from cardboard to concrete 
and fluorescent lamps to Astroturf. Late last year 
IRN was honored with the 2004 Massachusetts 
Environmental Purchasing and Sustainability Award.

Hospitals get ‘green’ guide 


A new tool has arrived to aid hospitals in their 
efforts to design and build high-performance healing 
environments. 


“The Green Guide for Health Care” is the first 
green building best-practices guide created 
specifically for the healthcare sector, according to 
Health Care Without Harm, one of the national 
organizations campaigning for environmentally 
responsible healthcare. The guide is a voluntary self 
certifying system developed over a two-year period 
with the assistance of the Center for Maximum 
Potential Building Systems in Texas. The effort 

was sponsored by the New York State Energy and 
Research Development Authority, the Merck Family 
Fund, and a collaboration of the American Hospital 
Association, American Nurses Association, Health 
Care Without Harm, and the U.S, Environmental 
Protection Agency.

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Dialogue XXI: 


Is public subsidy of ‘green’ design a good idea? 


“Dialogue” is the occasional ChapterLetter column that 
seeks to provoke discussion about issues of significance. 


The United States Green Building Council’s 
“GreenBuild” Conference and Expo in Oregon last 
November was a great opportunity to catch up on 
the latest thinking in sustainable design and share 
ideas with the growing community of green building 
experts around the world. The sense of commitment, 
enthusiasm and generosity that propelled the 
exchange of ideas at every seminar and at every social 
event was both overwhelming and heartening. No 
one left unaffected because whenever two or more of 
us gathered there was dialogue! And the surest way 
to get a spirited dialogue started in this setting was 
to mention neither politics nor religion, but this: 
Government subsidy for green building — good idea 
or not? 


Before we engage the pros and cons of the subject, 
the principal groundrule is this: Government 
subsidy in any form for high-performance or 

green building should not be permanent. The 

‘grey beards’ of sustainability remember the federal 
subsidies for photovoltaic arrays decades ago. These 
subsidies jump-started the then-nascent technology 
but the effort was decimated when incentives 

were withdrawn by a subsequent administration. 
Furthermore, the business case for green building 
is strong and becoming stronger as we gain more 
case-study information and someday the need for 
subsidies will not exist. Then green building will 
truly be just good design and new performance 
standards for architecture will have been established. 


But what do we do in the meantime? It’s obvious 
that the forces influencing architecture are vastly 
different in other parts of the world and even 
considerably different in other parts of this country. 
However, despite what may work in Seattle or 
Chicago, it’s clear to the members of Boston's 
recently discharged Green Building Task Force that 
the local commercial real-estate market does not 
presently ascribe sufficient value to sustainable design 
to raise standards on its own account. 


So here are the choices: First, the tax credit. 
Granted, there is very little interest on Beacon 

Hill in creating new tax credits at this time, but 
there is persuasive testimony on the effectiveness 
of this type of intervention. “The market” may 
never be able to supply us with an adequate supply 
of equitably priced housing without tax credits. 
Preservation of historically significant structures 
may have only happened in our most economically 
elite neighborhoods without the tax credit. The 
combination of these two tools makes many of our 
design projects possible and makes many of our 


communities better. The tax credit clearly serves as 
an instrument of an enlightened policy that chooses 
to influence market forces to the benefit of the 
public. Why shouldn't sustainable building receive 
the same support? 


The next point of view holds: Why not just make 
it the law? With energy codes being made more 
stringent, environmental impact regulations being 
strengthened, indigenous habitats and underground 
aquifers receiving greater protections, and even 
construction-waste disposal being subjected to 
tougher regulatory standards, how far are we from 
just implementing a building code that makes green 
building a requirement? Many public agencies 

such as MassPort, the Department of Defense and 
now the City of Boston have adopted the LEED 
rating system for buildings as a matter of policy. 
Admittedly, overhauling a building code that has 
been converted by the legislature into law isn’t easy, 
but is it any easier than creating a new tax credit? To 
paraphrase one GreenBuild panelist, “There oughta 
be a law!” After all, it worked for accessibility, didn’t 
it? Was the market going to provide universal access 
without new laws? 


The counterpoint: Keep subsidy and — more 
importantly, government itself — out of green 
building. The market must recognize the merits 

of high-performance building on its own in order 
for it to become truly ‘mainstreamed’. And no 
government subsidy, even one that ‘sunsets’, has 
ever truly effected a permanent change in the 
private construction industry. A subsidy creates a 
dependency in the system and when the subsidy is 
removed, the market responds by looking elsewhere 
for its financial leverage point. In other words, 
government may see a tax credit as an instrument 
of policy but the real-estate industry simply sees it 
as a way to make a buck. And besides, we should 
have learned our lesson already about depending on 
government support for anything. 


So there’s the case — and the counter-case. What 
do you think? Should city, state or local government 
subsidize high-performance or sustainable building? 
Should it simply be the law? Or should government 
stay out of it and let the market decide? Join the 


dialogue.

A Codes Committee chair Vernon Woodworth 
AIA provided the board with a review of the 
Massachusetts effort this year to adopt a new 
building code and the debate about how, if at 
all, the code should be amended. Several board 
members also noted the need for research on 
building codes to determine the impact of codes 
on the economics of the building industry. 


4 Board members Brian Healy AIA and Rob 
Tuchmann provided reports and analysis on the 
continuing public debate over the design of the 
Greenway, with special attention at this time 
on a signature fountain proposed for the Wharf 
District and a proposed competition for a visitors 
center in the same district.

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Ed Allen is honored nationally 
by practitioners 


Teacher, author, and mentor Edward Allen FAIA has 
been named the 2005 recipient of the prestigious 
Topaz Medallion for Excellence in Architectural 
Education by the AIA and the Association of 
Collegiate Schools of Architecture. 


The Topaz Medallion honors an individual who : 
has made outstanding contributions to architectural a 
education for a considerable period of time and = 
whose teaching has had an uncommonly positive 
influence on a broad range of students. 


Edward Allen FAIA 


Throughout his career, Allen has fused architectural 
design and technology in his teaching and writing. 
While teaching at MIT, Allen began to shape his 
ideas about the role of technology in architectural 
design and education and developed project- 
driven studio-based technical courses. He also 
conceived new, hands-on teaching and laboratory 
approaches for his course on construction materials 
and methods. The Topaz jury noted that Allen 
“has revolutionized the way technology is taught 

in the schools”. 


Allen also was instrumental in founding and 
developing the only graduate program in North 
America dedicated to training teachers of 
architectural technology while he was a professor 

of architectural design at the University of Oregon. 
His books — Fundamentals of Building Construction 
Materials and Methods/Third Edition, Fundamentals 
of Residential Construction, and The Architect’ Studio 
Companion: Rules of Thumb for Preliminary Design 
— are available from the BSA. 


Allen is the second BSA member in two consecutive 
years to be honored with the Topaz Medallion — 
the 2004 recipient was MIT’s Stan Anderson AIA. 
Allen, like Anderson, was nominated for this award 
by the BSA board of directors. The award will be 
presented to Allen at the Association of Collegiate 
Schools of Architecture annual meeting next month 
in Chicago and again at the AIA Convention in Las 
Vegas in May.

Chester Nagel FAIA 


Chester Nagel FAIA died last June at 
Falmouth Hospital at 93. Born in 
Texas, Nagel studied architecture at 
the University of Texas and at 
Harvard's Graduate School of Design 
under Gropius and Breuer. He worked 
as an architect for the National Park 
Service, the Army Corps of Engineers 
during World War II, and designed 
one of the first International Style 
structures in Texas (his own home). 
Nagel later taught at Harvard and in 
the 1950s worked for TAC as head of 
that firm's Washington DC office. He 
collaborated with Gropius on the 
Valley House in Lexington, the 
Overholt Thoracic Clinic in Boston, 
and the American Embassy in Athens. 
He opened his own office in 
Cambridge in the late 1950s and 
designed projects in Florida, Puerto 
Rico, and the Virgin Islands as well as 
several buildings at Harvard's medical 
and dental schools. He also taught and 
lectured at Williams College, MIT, the 
University of Texas, and the University 
of Colorado. He was fond of the 
Boston Red Sox.
